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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the importance of the carboxylic 
acid, however the Gribble reference describes this element in a context that one of ordinary skill in the art would apply to the teachings of 
Liu and Makarova. Bartoli indeed teaches the criticality/difficulty of the reduction, but this does not preclude one of ordinary skill in the art 
from pursuing applications in related contexts. Applicant next argues that Gribble teaches away, however Gribble teaches the use of 
carboxylic acids in reduction with BH4 to achieve chemoselectivity, which is directly applicable to Makarova and Liu. 

Applicant points out a typographical error where the examiner mistakenly referred to the declaration of 11/13/08 as that of Takahashi Naoko 
instead of Satake Syuzo. As applicant can hopefully appreciate, the declaration of Satake Syuzo dated 1 1/13/08 (not 1 1/13/09 as applicant 
indicates in their remarks) was fully considered and reference to it as "the declaration of Takahashi Naoko" was in error. 

In conclusion, the arguments against the obviousness at present (without considering the Kogami declaration of 7/14/09) are not found 
persuasive. 
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
